never seen a hail storm. The only | 
source of information available to 
him js from the hail insurance 
companies which {s very little value 
in this district due to the fact that 
very few insure on account of the | 
high insurance rate. 

It should be known too, that the 
Alberta provincial government saw 
fit to send the Hon. Mr. Halmrast, 
minister of agriculture to areas in 
the United States where hai] sup- 
presion has been in operation for 
several years, in order to check on 
success there. After this trip Mr. 
Halmrast stated publicly that he 
wags impressed by the operation of 
the company and if he were farm- 
ing in this high hail incidence area, 
he would support the project. 

Quotes pro and con are numer- 
ous, but we will never know if hail 
suppression is of value unless we 
find out for ourselves. 

We feel sure that a hail suppres- 
sion programme will soon be car- 
ried on again in the Municipal Dis- 
trict of Mountain View.
